They have meade very careful, impartial, official 
inquiry, and the result of the inquiries in many 
large centres has been this—that the increase of 
juvenile delinquency has gone up in some cases 
to 7 per cent. Taking, as far a- they have been 
able to deduce, the country as a whole, there is 
no doubt that the lowest estimate is that since 
the War began there has been an increase of not 
anything less than 40 per cent. in juvenile de- 
linquency. One would have thought that since 
the war began, at any rate, we would have seen 
that the children were well cared for. Physi- 
cally, perhaps, the condition of the children is 
better than it has been for many 4 long year. 
Bat their moral training is, I fear, nothing lke

Note whereby Italy would secure substantial 
benefits, such as the cession of Trieste and the 
Trentino; and their suggestions took deep root 
in the public mind.

The fanit of nedict XV. hes been that 
throughout the t crisis he has maintained 
a much stricter neutrality in the great conflict 
between right and wrong than in the purely 
secular quarrel between the Entente and the Cen- 
tral Powers; and his silence on the moral issuc, 
his failure to meke any cflective protest against 
proved atrocities, will be remembered against him 
when history records her verdict on the whole 
case. His advocates tell us that it would have 
been highly impolitic for him to interfere. To 
this the voice of humanity can only reply, “ ‘Im- 
politic’? Possibly. But right and reason say, 
‘Confound your politics: drop itics for once, 
which. have for long ages been curse of your 
creed and its ministers.

The Vatican denies responsibility for these 
things. The Pope, we are told, “is not a poli- 
tician.”’ If this indeed be so, I can only say that 
he is the first of his line in this respect for many 
hundreds of years. The Holy ce is a polity no 
less than a religious institution; the Vatican, as 
I think Father Tyrrell says, is a bureaucracy ex- 
plotting the Altar and its mysteries for secular 
ends and in the interests of a surely temporal 
sovereignty. It regards politics, in fact, as a 
branch of morals, and as such subservient to the 
Holy See : the world holds no keener politicians 
than the Latin Charch’s priests and hierarchy. 
The Council of the Catholic Union of Great 
Britain has courageously informed the Pope that 
it disapproves of the Church's political activities ;
